A driving .snowstorm h it Pennsyl­ 
vania today as the wurst cold wave 
of the season moved into the state. 
From one to six inches of snowfall 
was reported in m any .sections of 
western Pennsylvania. 


Traffic was at a virtual standstill 
on all highways leading into P itts­ 
burgh at 9 a m . 
All main highways ill the western 
part of the state were reported in 
"highly hazardous condition." 
Scores of skidding accidents were 
reported but no one was killed

snow fall

Erie county reported a six-inch 
snowfall. W eather bureau forecasters 
predicted the snow would reach n 


depth ot 12 inches before the storm 
subsided. 
The forecasters say the cold front 
from the midwest will continue a

A low of five degrees above zero 
in western Pennsylvania is predicted 
for early Saturday.

V never, for those who have a i 
p.»ce to burn the Yule Log and 
want one, tradition says it should 
b? oak. ash, olive, apple or pine. 
Further, the fire on which it I* 
placed should be kindled from a 
brand raved from last year's log, 
and that it should not be allowed 
to to out during the night. 
Far those determined to have the 
Yule Log, the voice of experience 
nay. get hold of all the wood you 
ca' 
Some kinds burn bitter than 
others, but reject none tlie.se days. 
Beware Of Sparks 
A h is highly praised by some 
and can be used without being rea­ 
soned. It burns quickly, but throws 
off ureal heat Poplar, on the other 
hand, should be seasoned or it will 
spark badly 
* Elm is condemned as undesirable, 
bur can be used. It is slow to get 
burning, but lasts a long time and 
brightens up when it gets going 
A jew logs of birch, pine or fir will 
help it along. 
Beech and oak are among the best 
lo, 
Beech is especially good, having 
a 
pleasant armoa and a steady 
glow. Oak has the outstanding mer­ 
it of burning slowly. 
If none of these are available, 
wood from all kinds of fruit trees 
are prime favorites for the Yule 
Log because of their pleasant smell 
when burning.
